Hebrew spectacle Vender Comes to 
His End in a Los Angeles Lodging 


House—Nothing Suspicious. 

H. Marcus Francis, a Hebrew ped- 
dier of spectacles and small jewelry, 
was found dead in his room at the

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THE STRIKE 


Trade is Tied Up and 
Fruit Men Injured. 
No Question of Wages 
or of Hours.

The Issue Is Whether a Man 
May Hire Whom He 
Wishes. 

(SPECIAL CORRESPONDENCE OF THE TIMES.) 
SAN FRANCISCO, July 26.—The 
teamsters’ strike, which has been on 
here all this week, presents the clear- 
est-cut issue between employers of 
labor and the labor unions that has 
yet been furnished in any American 
city. The cooks’ and waiters’ strike 
and the retail. butchers’ strike, both 
of which resulted in ignominious de- 
feat for the respective unions which 
started them, were founded on some 
definite grievances in regard to hours, 
work and wages. At least it could 
be said for the unions that they had 
some reasonable ground for their de- 
mands, though the secret reason was 
plainly an effort to unionize these 
trades. Sympathy was sought in 
the case of the cooks and waiters by 
the reiteration of the plea that no man 
or woman should be asked to work 


ec 
fact that the union 
pressed the fact that both cooks and 
waiters were ven afternoons off, 
which practical amounted in the 
course of a week to a full day of 


leisure, and that they were given 
wages board that made them 
among the best-paid workers of their 
class. 


But the strike of the teamsters, 
which is now doing so much to dam- 
age the trade of San Francisco, has 
pot even the excuse of a degitimate 
demand for shorter hours or better 


wages. 

Last April the teamsters struck for 
these very privileges, and the Dray- 
men’s Association, promptly recogniz- 
ing that the demands of the union were 
just, to their proposals. Now 
the Brotherhood of Teamsters sud- 
denly precipitates a strike that is 
proving very disastrous to San Fran- 
cisco’s trade, solely on the ground that 
union teamsters cannot handle goods 
that a ron-union transportation com- 
to deliver.

That represents the sentiment of the 
great body of the striking teamsters. 
Many of these men who have families 
and who are losing wages every day 
are very bitter because certain favored 
houses are permitted to retain their 
men and do business as usual. They 
say there is no justice in such dis- 
crimination, but they haven't the inde- 
pendence to break out the union and go 
back to work. A few of the teamsters 
had the manliness and courage to stand 
by the employers who had been good 
to them through many years, but these 
men have to be supplied with strong 
police guard to protect them from the 
malice and hostility of the strikers. 

For the last three days all the water 
front and many of the down town 
streets have been patrolled by mounted 
and unmounted policemen, detailed to 
protect the non-union teamsters from 
attack. The unfairness of the strikers’ 
methods may be seen in the way that 
they swarm about loaded trucks and 
while some worry the driver and the 
police officer, others remove nuts from 
axles and thus ditch wagons in the 
street, often causing a blockade of 
cable or electric car lines for several 
hours. As a whole the police have done 
their work well and have promptly ar- 
rested men guilty of assault or dam- 
age to property. But there are many 
who tacitly “stand in“ with the strik- 
ers, and it is because of them that 
several bad cases of brutality have 
occurred. One man yesterday was 
hauled from a wagon and his head 
pounded on the pavement before it 
was discovered that he actually be- 
longed to the union! Then there was 
great solicitude and he was taken to 
the hospital where his wounds were 
dressed. 

Last night four non-union men work 
ing for the Overland Freight and Trans.

cisco in relation to the strike of the 
teamsters of that city. This strike af- 
fords a typical illustration of the in- 
justice, tyranny and stupidity of union 
methods. The men themselves admft 
that they have no grievance in regard 
either to wages or length of hours; but 
because non-union men had been per- 
mitted to handle some of the baggage 
of the Epworth Leaguers during the 
rush caused by the presence of so 
many visitors, the leaders declared a 
strike, which has not only paralyzed 
business in San Francisco to a consid- 
erable extent, but has caused much 
damage to hundreds of fruit men and 
others, who had nothing whatever to 
do with the conditions which were 
seized as cause for the strike. It has, 
moreover, robbed a large number of 
men too weak fo resist the tyranny <« 
the union of the wages they are anx- 
fous to earn, and of which their fami- 
lies are in need. 

The ployers have issued the ulti- 
matu that they will not hereafter 
hold any conference with any organiza- 
tion that could be construed into a 
recognition of the union; nor will they 
hold any conference with the strikers 
until they “agree not to again strike 
or enter into a boycott, or attempt to 
force employers to engage union men, 
er to force or intimidate non-union men 
to join labor organizations, or to inter- 
fere with the business of the employ- 
ers in any way.”

GREAT COMMERICAL CHANGES.

The St. Louis Globe-Democrat views 
th appearance of New Orleans in the 
second place among the exporting points 
of the United States asa fact of especial 
interest. New York, of course, is far in 
the lead in both exports and imports, 
but New Orleans has now taken the 
second place as an exporting point 
among this country's ports. From the 
figures already at hand it looks as if 
the exports at New Orleans in the 
fiscal year which has just ended would 
amount to $145,000,000 or $150,000,000, 
while Boston's will probably be $20,000,- 
000 or $30,000,000 less. New Orleans’ as- 

cendency among the ports outside of 
that of New York reflects the produc- 
tive and commercial growth of the 
Mississippi! Valley. At the outset, of 
course, most of the products of the re- 
gion west of the Alleghenies which 
reached the outside world went by 
way of the Mississippi and the Gulf of 
Mexico. New Orleans, which was the 
twelfth city of the United States in 
1790, was the ninth in 1800, the seventh 
in 1810, the fifth in 1820 and 1830, and 
the third in 1848. growth in the 
population of the region between the. 
Alleghenies and the Rocky Mountains 
was the ¢ause of this increase in New 
Orleans’ population, its trade growing 
also in a large proportion in the same 
time through the vast expansion in 
the number of steamboats on the Mis- 
sissippt;, the Ohio, the Missouri and the 
reet of its tributaries, most of the 
products of the valle finding their 
way to the Eastern States — well as 
to Europe by the 4 River.

bourg, Southampton or Plymouth, and 
land passengers. Against this the 
British lines have only tributary to 
them 41,500,000 of people who desire 


America to 
Americans who desire to visit the 41,- 
500,000 for pleasure or business. It 
goes without saying that the German 
lines must inevitably lead in large, 
fast steamers. There is ro cause for 
pessimism here, because British ship- 
owners are neither unenterprising nor 
inefficient: they only show their good 
sense by recognizing the situation and 
will hold more of the profit of Atlantic 
travel for Britain than if they at- 
tempted the impossible.

OTHER USES OF THE CURVES. 

The same kind of horizontal convex- 
ity has been seen by Goodyear on 
the cornices of the Maison Carree at 
Nimes in Southern France. The Nimes 
lines curve outward, though, jnstead of 
inward, because their effect is intended 
for the passer-by.

DEVICES OF ANCIENT ARCHI-

in the architecture of the middle ages

and westward over Europe. A great 
mene of these Illusions involve such 
an elaborate technique that they must 
be left to the architectural expert. It is 
difficult to decipher them, and much 
more difficult te interpret them. There 
is always the danger in old, old bulld- 


un 
apparent refinement or corrective or 
illusory effect is really accidental, 
by unequal pres- 
sure from opposite sides, from faulty 
construction or from a yielding foun- 
dation. These possibilities must al- 
ways be taken into account bv the 
critical examination of an expert 
——— and even the expert is not in- 
a e. 

Again, there are a large number of 
structural irregularities and symme-

SOME MEDIAEVAL REFINEMENTS 


There are, however, mediaeval re- 
finements and corrections which are 
neither the product ＋ 4. greal lev- 
eler, Time, nor of etic phantasy, 
but are definitely planned for illusory 
effect. Like the secrets of the Acrop- 
olis at Athens they have long remained 
hidden. It is within only ‘the last six 
years that any comprehensive account 
of them has been given; since the sur- 
vey of the continental cathedrals car- 
ried out by the Brooklyn Institute. 
Surely illusions have been a success 
where the counterfeit nature of their 
— has stood undetected for cen- 
turles. 

1 cannot forebear to mention one or 
two of the most daring of these Mu- 
sions which come to us from the time 
we call (with gracious condescension) 
“the dark ages.” 

We turn very naturally to the ca- 
thedrals; those colossal achievements 
of hand and brain which, dy their 
grandeur and sublimity, well-nigh 
apotheosize their maker, man. 

In our study of the Parthenon we 
found a tendency to consider the con- 
verging outlines of a column as paral- 
lel: that is, to translate the actual = 
proximation into apparent increase in 
height. The same tendency is taken 
advantage of in mediaeval architecture 
to produce an illusion, not of height 
but of horizontal length, or distance. 
Observe the accompanying figure. 


Think of it as a long, four-sided tube 
through which you are looking at a 
distant object.
